Madam President:

Your JUDICIARY COMMITTEE, to whom has been referred

     SENATE BILL 1020

has had it under consideration and reports same with recommendation
that it DO PASS, amended as follows:

1.  On page 1, lines 17 through 25, and page 2, lines 1 and 2,
strike Section 1 in its entirety.

2.  Renumber the succeeding section accordingly.

3.  On page 3, line 3, remove the brackets and line through
"not" and "The".

4.  On page 3, lines 4 through 12, remove all brackets and
line-through.

5.  On page 3, between lines 12 and 13, insert the following
new subsection:

"C.  The provisions of Subsection B of this section shall
not apply in the event the parties file a notice of abatement of the
action in the district court, or in the event that the parties have
reconciled and have ended their separation.".
